Company, held at the office of the company, 30 Broad street, New 
York, yesterday (Wednesday), the following officers were elected: 
A. N. Burbank, president; 
Hugh J. Chisholm, chairman 
board of directors. Mr. Bur 
bank retains his office as treas 
urer. All the other officers 
were re-elected. The position 
of first vice president is left 
unfilled, 


MR. BURBANK’S CAREER. 


Alonzo M. Burbank has been 
connected with the paper indus- 
try practically all his life. He 
was born in Franklin, N. H., in 
1843. On ending his school 
days he served a clerkship of a 
few years in a country store, 
meantime studying telegraphy. 

After leaving the country 
store he secured a position as 
telegrapher with the Northern 
Railway of New Hampshire. 
This led to other railroad -posi- 
tions, until he had filled almost 
all of them, including brake- 
man; conductor, etc. For four 
years he acted as station master

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WESTERN BOX MAKERS MEET. 


The Frequent Advances Caused the Box Makers to Come To- 
gether for United Action—Instead of Being an “‘Indignation” 
Meeting Resolutions Were Adopted to Aid the Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, October 27, 1907.—An “indignation” meeting of the 
Western Paper Box Manufacturers’ Association, held last Thurs- 
day and Friday at the Great Northern Hotel, where the troubles of 
the paper box men were given a thorough airing, came out as mild 
as a cooing dove in the official reports of the gathering. The meet- 
ing was presided over by President J. P. Hummell, of Milwaukee, 
and about eighty delegates were present, coming from most of the 
principal cities of the West and as far East as Pittsburg. 

The purpose of the meeting was to protest against the frequent 
advances in the price of straw board, whereby the box manufac- 
turers’ profits were cut down to the vanishing point. The meeting 
was scheduled to be a hot one, and it is said that the results fully

justified the prospectus. Sales Manager McDougall, of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company, came on from New York, and 
when seen by the reporter at the Auditorium Annex on Thursday 
was assiduously looking for the box makers’ meeting place, 

The principal definite work accomplished at the meeting was the 
passage of certain resolutions, which were in effect as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the Western Paper Box Manu- 
facturers’ Association that paper box manufacturers should sell 
their waste products and board and paper cuttings directly to the 
box board mills instead of to paper stock companies. 

“Resolved, That the box manufacturers, in ordering straw board, 
should arrange their orders as far as possible so that the sizes of 
the boards ordered shall fill the board making machines of the 
straw board mills, thus reducing the cost of manufacture.” 

The meeting also protested against the frequent advances in the 
price of box boards, and passed the foregoing resolutions as a sug- 
gested solution to the problem, with a view to helping the mills to 
reduce the cost of manufacture, and so reduce the cost to the box 
makers. It was the idea of the meeting that if, in the first place, 
waste cuttings could be sold to the mills direct instead of by way 
of the paper stock men, one profit could thereby be eliminated and 
a resulting economy in manufacture be effected. 

The second resolution was designed as a suggestion to the box 


a 


makers themselves to assist the board manufacturers in getting all 
the work possible out of their machinery, and, by running on large 
sizes, get the most board from each machine with a given expendi- 
ture of time, power and wages. 

It was pointed out on the floor by members that the organization 
is not and cannot be a price fixing association, on account of the 
variety of the work done, there being no standard sizes for boxes, 
users ordering according to their needs and their fancies. It is a 
matter of considerable time, therefore, to figure the price on each 
order, and in a large business, with a multitude of different orders 
and specifications to fill, an advance on the raw materials affects all 
the orders, and if an advance is to be made in proportion, it is nec- 
cessary to do an immense amount of clerical work. This could 
easily be accomplished were an advance announced and guaranteed 
for a year, but where advances have followed one another only two 
or three months apart, the problem becomes serious, and the box 
makers have given up in despair. 

The results of the meeting will be duly transmitted to the straw 
board manufacturers, and it is hoped to arrange the difficulty with- 
out trouble. Some influential members of the association urged that 
if the resolutions and protests of the box makers’ association were 
ignored, then it would be time to see what could be done among 
the box makers and large buyers toward building board mills of 
their own, : 

It was pointed out at the meeting that the box manufacturers are 
in a serious predicament owing to price advances following one an- 
other so close together; that they cannot in such a limited time 
raise their own prices to correspond, because if they did large users 
like the Selz-Schwab Company and others, would begin figuring on 
putting in box making plants of their own, or making boxes on a 
co-operative plan,

Hemingway’s Mill at Moodna, N. Y., Sold. 

Newsurcu, N. Y., October 28, 1907—The Moodna Paper Mills 
property was again sold at foreclosure at 12 o’clock noon on 
Wednesday of last week at the court house in this city. John B 
Corwin was the referee. The suit was entitled George G. Reynolds 
vs. Charles F, Hemingway and others, the Hemingway Paper Com 
pany. The mortgage on the property was $15,000, with some in 
terest added. The property consists of about 63 acres of land situ 
ated at Moodna, south of this city, the large paper mills, superin 
tendent’s house, three tenement houses, stable, sheds and store 
house. The property was sold on the first bid, one of $16,175. 
which was made by John C. Clark, of New York city, attorney 
for Eugene A. Hardy, of the same city, whose home is in Nyack 
Mr. Hardy is the heaviest creditor of the defendant company. No 
statement was made as to the disposition that was to be made of 
the property. Hon. Howard Thornton was the attorney for the 
plaintiff. 


The machinery for the Connecticut Pulp and Paper Company, 
which recently purchased the old Sunnyside property at Unionville. 
Conn., has arrived and is being set up. It is expected the mill 
will begin operations some time the coming month. 
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BOARD PROFITS TIED UP. 


The Failure of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Co. Embarrasses Box Board Men. 


The Funds of the Paper Board Association, According to Re- 
ports, Were Deposited by the Treasurer of the Association 
in the Fifth Avenue Branch of the Trust Company. 


It is reported that the funds of the Paper Board Association are 
tied up as a result of the failure early last week of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company, of New York, which was a forerunner of 
the financial panic, and which precipitated a general run on a 
number of trust companies and banks in New York city. 

At the time of the failure, it is said, the trust company had on 
deposit over $500,000 belonging to the association. This repre- 
sents several months’ profits of all the board mills which are mem- 
bers of the association, and also a‘large contingent fund, which 
had been accumulating with the trust company since the associa- 
tion was formed two years ago this month. The treasurer of the 
association is said to have used the Fifth avenue branch of the 
trust company as a depository because of its. close proximity to his 
office. 

The profits accruing to the manufacturers are only distributed 
quarterly by the association, the last distribution having been 
made in September, According to that arrangement the trust 
company had on deposit almost two months’ profits of the asso- 
ciation when it failed. As the earnings of the mills have been in- 
creased considerably owing to the advances in the price of boards 
the amount involved in the failure is said to total something like 
$300,000 or $400,000. With the addition of the contingent fund, 
which is also tied up, the association, it is claimed, was one of the 
largest depositors of the trust company. 

The affairs of the trust company are now being investigated by 
the New York State banking department, and the State bank ex- 
aminer says it will take some time to readjust its finances, Re- 
ceivers have been appointed, and the depositors are organizing to 
push their claims against the officers and directors of the company, 
whom they hold responsible for the failure. The receivers say 
that the company may be able to realize on its securities when the 
financial disturbances have subsided, and then the depositors will be 
paid in full. 


The Russell Falls Paper Company a New Venture. 


Hotyoxe, Mass., October 29, 1907.—The formation of the new 
paper company which is to do business in Russell has moved 
satisfactorily the past week, and yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
the company, under the name of Henry T. Maynard, bought the 
property of the Otis Fibre Board Company in Russell. The 
property was sold under foreclosure of a mortgage held upon 
the real estate by the Worcester Trust Company, of Worcester, 
Mass., the sale having been advertised to take place in Spring- 
field last Saturday afternoon, but by mutual consent was post- 
poned until yesterday. The bid of the paper company was $17,500, 
and of this amount $10,000 was paid in cash. The balance will 
be paid within thirty days, according to the conditions of the 
sale. This amount does not represent the entire value to “the 
company of the property, as the conditions of sale were that 
unpaid taxes and assessments of every description should be paid 
by the purchaser. 

A company doing business in that vicinity wanted the property, 
but would not agree to pay more than $15,000 for it. It is under- 
stood that the new company will take the name of the Russell 
Falls Paper Company, and that Mr. Maynard will be treasurer. 
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A. W. Wells, vice president of the National Fibre Board Company, 
will be president. Mr. Wells lives in Sudbury, and it is under- 
stood that Mr. Maynard is his son-in-law. Mr. Maynard will be 
the active manager of the company and will have associated with 
him, besides Mr. Wells, T. B. Plimpton, of Norwood, Mass., a 
member of the firm of Ginn & Company, publishers, and also 
connected with interests allied to the paper trade in Norwood. Mr. 
Wells is well known in street railway circles in central Massa- 
chusetts. The suit that Mr. Maynard had entered against the 
Otis Fibre Board Company, on account of the flooding of the mill 
site purchased recently by him, will in all probability be with- 
drawn. It is stated that the paper company will use the property 
formerly controlled by the Fibre Board Company at present and 
will not develop the waterpower purchased last week until later. 
The company now controls all of the water power of any value 
in Russell not already in use, and the fact that Mr. Wells has 
become associated with the concern and his connection with elec- 
tric railway interests in the past strengthens the belief in the 
statement that the water power controlled by this company may 
be used eventually to generate electric power for the proposed 
street railway lines now building in that part of the State. 

It is also stated that other interests are represented in the com- 
pany that have not been announced, and that within a short time 
ths mill may be one of the largest in western Massachusetts, 
making paper for business houses represented or to be represented 
in its list of stockhelders, thereby reducing the cost of paper to 
them. Ferry.

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RIDDER TALKS ON WHITE PAPER PROBLEM. 


The President of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion Addressed the National Civic Federation Convention 
on the Paper Situation from the Publishers’ Standpoint. 


One of the most important papers read before the National Civic 
Federation Convention, held in Chicago on Thursday and Friday of 
last week, was that of Herman Ridder, president of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association. Mr. Ridder spoke of the 
enormous burden put upon the newspapers by every interest with 
which they deal, until they have found themselves the only indus- 
try not afforded any protection by the Federal Government, He 
referred to the labor unions and their heavy cost to the publishers. 
“In New York alone,” he said, “the newspapers pay $1,500,000 a 
year as tribute to the closed shop and organized labor. The news- 
papers,” Mr. Ridder said, “were approaching the limit where they 
must stop further concessions and allowances.” 

Taking up the white paper situation from the publishers’ stand- 
point, Mr. Ridder spoke as follows: 

“Serious as this labor trust may appear in some of its aspects, 
it does not compare in objectionable features with a paper combina- 
tion which is probably the most remarkable financial freak that we 
can find in a long list of combination monstrosities. The printing 
and publishing business as a whole turns over dts capital in about 
ten months. Large department stores, that advertise energetically, 
will turn over their stocks about seven times a year, but the largest 
paper manufacturer in the world—the International Paper Com- 
pany—with a capital exceeding $60,000,000, does a gross annual busi- 
ness of only $21,000,000, thus requiring three years to turn over 
its capital. It has watered itself until it has no more money to 
invest. It has borrowed upon everything it has. It cannot earn 
any more money unless it can do more business, and it cannot do 
more business because it has not the money with which to do it. 

“Instead of accepting its responsibilities and extending its busi- 
ness to keep pace with the growth of its customers, the International 
Paper Company is producing less news print paper today than it 
turned out immediately after its organization. The available funds 
at its command, which should have been used for new paper ma- 
chines, have gone toward the acquirement of 2,597 square miles of 
timber limits registered in one of the four land offices in the 
Province of Quebec, Canada. To maintain that concern and its 
allied combinations, with their oppressive weight of overcapitaliza- 
tion, and to provide a pretext for protecting the labor of 15,000 
paper mill employees, receiving less than $9,000,000 per annum, the 
publishing business has been subjected to a series of deliberately 
planned schemes of extortion. The first step was accomplished in 
the Dingley bill, so that publishers could not buy paper elsewhere. 
The next step was one that has just been consummated, whereby, 
through combinations made in defiance of the Federal courts, the 
supply has been brought below the demand, the market has been 
starved, the surplus has been exhausted, and the price for the 
present year has been advanced $12 per ton upon a consumption of 
900,000 tons, an addition of $10,000,000 within one year. Increased 
cost of manufacture does not justify such an advance. Aggravating 
that situation is a threat of another advance of $10 per ton next 
year, or $9,000,000 more, a total of $19,000,000 advance in two years 
by an industry that pays an aggregate of less than $9,000,000 a year 
to its labor, while clamoring to Congress for a continuance of its 
opportunities to combine and oppress publishers. 

“The newspapers insist that the paper manufacturers who in- 
duced Congress to protect them against competition from abroad 
are under obligations to provide for the present and prospective 
demands of consumers in this country. To repress manufacture, or 
to starve the market so that the paper maker is in position to create 
a famine and to stop the supply to any publisher, should rank as a 
crime. Many newspaper proprietors are unable to obtain any quo- 


tations for paper next year and do not know where to obtain a 
supply. In all the history of crimes charged against combinations 
and trusts, such a situation is unprecedented. It demands imme- 
diate remedy.”

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TRADE HAPPENINGS IN FULTON, N. Y. 


A Nearby Fire Endangers Plant of Granby Paper Company— 
Boiler House Improvements at the Granby Mill—The 
Manager of the Victoria Paper Company Resigns. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N. Y., October 28, 1907.—Fire which destroyed a large 
frame apple dryer on the bluff west of the Granby Paper Company 
mill on Thursday last, threatened the Eureka, Fulton and Granby 
mills with destruction. A strong west wind drove cinders and 
sparks in a cloud over the mills, and only the hardest kind of work 
on the part of the mills’ fire departments prevented damage to 
their roofs. Four streams of water were played on the fire from 
the mills’ pumps, and showered over the roofs of the buildings. 
The fire was a spectacular one, the flames mounting in a roaring 
column to a great height, and the city fire department was powerless 
to save more than adjoining buildings. No damage was done the 
paper mills beyond a slight scorching. 

The D., L. & W. R. R, trestle, over which coal is delivered to the 
Granby Paper Company, is being extended eastward, and chutes 
arranged to land the coal conveniently near the boilers. A new 
boiler house is to be erected and the boiler plant moved west across 
the street from the mill to a point beneath the trestle) When these 
improvements are completed the Granby mill will have no teaming 
of coal to do, 

Reginald S. Royce has resigned as manager of the Victoria Paper 
Mills Company and has removed to New Jersey to enter a large 
woolen plant there. F. W. Snyder, formerly traveling salesman 
for the company, has been appointed resident manager. The super- 
intendency of the Victoria Mills has also undergone a change, W. G. 
Goodfellow being succeeded by Charles Burrows, formerly of Car- 
thage, and more recently of Ballston, N. Y, The Victoria Company 
operates three machines on tissue and one machine on bag papers. 

The Battle Island Paper Mill has rapidly recovered from the ef- 
fect of its recent fire, and the plant will be put in operation this 
week. The chip bins which were destroyed have been enlarged, and 
are now built to hold nine digesters. This will enable the mill to be 
operated to full capacity and necessitates running ‘the wood room 
only during the day tour. The company has a large supply of pulp 
wood on hand, the boats having made very satisfactory trips be- 
tween the rossing plant at Ha Ha Bay (Quebec) and the wharves 
where the wood is transferred at Oswego. The company has two 
barges running—the Marshall, which carries about 1,200 cords, and 
the Cuba, a smaller boat owned by the paper company. About 
25,000 cords of pulp wood will be received this summer at the mill 
yards, 

John Hunter, secretary of the Battle Island Paper Company, has 
been nominated by the Republicans and the Prohibitionists for 
mayor of Fulton, N. Y. Mr. Hunter is in no sense a politician, and 
most reluctantly consented to accept the nomination, which comes 
to him at the hands of the best people of the city in the interest of 
clean politics. 

Work on the power house at the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper 
Company’s plant is rapidly progressing, and bids fair to be closed 
in before cold weather. The buildings are of most substantial 
construction, being brick, in harmony with the main buildings, and 
an immense brick stack will tower over the whole. The work is 
under the supervision of Architect George E. Hardy, of New York.

An Atlantic Coast Inland Waterway Project. 


[FROM Og’R REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, October 29, 1907.—Philadelphia is to be the birth- 
place of the great project of Atlantic coast inland waterways 
which seeks to develop an inside route from Massachusetts Bay 


to South Carolina, from Boston to Beaufort, and thus to connect 
Maine and Florida with a freight route, profitable in peace and 
an inland defense invaluable in war. On November 19 and 20 
an inland waterways congress is to be held here to be attended 
by the Governors of all the Atlantic Coast States, and, if possible, 
by the President of the United States. 

The paper trade association is taking an active part in the 
movement for the congress. At the first meeting of interested 
business men, President Sinex, of the Paper Trade Association, 
and head of the Garrett-Buchanan Company, was present. He 
was the first business man to hand in his check for $100 toward 
a fund of $10,000 to $15,000 to entertain the delegates to the 
congress. E. J. Cattell, a personal friend of Mr. Sinex, and who 
will be remembered in trade circles as one of the most eloquent 
speakers at the association banquet, is secretary of the congress 

Such an inland waterway which would enable paper products to 
be moved from Boston through the Cape Cod Canal into Long 
Island Sound, thence into New York Bay, through the Delaware 
and Raritan Canal into the Delaware, would enable the handling 
of freight at from one-fifth to one-third the present cost. And 
then to be able to make shipments south through the Delaware 
and Chesapeake Canal, Chesapeake Bay and the Norfolk Ship 
Canal into Pimlico Sound, would open up new fields for the trade. 

It is likely the association will formally support the project at 
its next meeting.

American Writing Must Pay $5,000 for Death of Employee.

Hotyoke, Mass., October 28, 1907—The Supreme Court of Mas- 
sachusetts has decided against the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany in the suit of Mrs. Jennie Baldwin, of this city, to recover 
damages for the death of her husband in the Riverside Division 
from the effects of burns sustained from a bursting steam pipe. 
The man died in the early autumn or late summer of 1904, and the 
case was brought in July the next year, It was tried before a jury 
of the Superior Court, who returned a verdict of $5,000 against the 
company. Exceptions were taken over the rulings of the presiding 
justice and also to the amount of the verdict, the company claiming 
it was excessive. The decision of the full bench of the Supreme 
Court, before which the case was argued, sustained the rulings of 
the lower court in each instance.

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TRADE CONDITIONS SOUND. 


The Conservative Buying of the Past Two Months Has Put the 
Industry on a Better Basis Than if the Boom Had Material- 
ized—The Test Came Last Week—"“All’s Well.” 


The only grade of paper in the New York market which ap- 
peared not to be affected by the slowing down process during the 
week was news paper; the other grades were moving more or 
less irregularly under a less active demand. The financial panic, 
along with the suspending of payment by a few trust companies 
and banks in all parts of the city, had a demoralizing effect on 
business generally. It had a tendency to further strengthen the 
belief among consumers of paper that they must economize in their 
purchases as much as possible and adhere to conservative busi- 
ness methods for the time being at least. Sales with the jobbing 
trade during the week clearly demonstrated the fact that buyers 
are only ordering consistent with their present needs. The dealers 
state that business is averaging about the same as it has done for 
some weeks past and none seem dissatisfied with prevailing market 
conditions. In view of the money stringency and the poor credit 
facilities some of the jobbers say that it is just as well consumers 
are inclined to moderation in their requirements just at such a 
critical time as this in the money market. Both the manufac- 
turers and dealers are not disposed to force business, because 
trade expansion due to a heavy demand might impair their re- 
sources just now. This city being the centre of the financial dis- 
turbances, the paper trade, in common with all other busfness in- 
terests, has found it necessary to exercise a certain amount of 
caution regarding the extent of its operations. News paper is 
the only grade of paper on which a slight reduction in new busi- 
ness has not occurred. Most of the manufacturers, other than 
those making news, have noticed that new orders are somewhat 
lighter in volume and becoming more irregular. Present indi- 
cations point to a good demand for news paper during the balance 
of 1907 and the greater part of next year because of the increased 
advertising which the daily newspapers all over the country are 
carrying, but also on account of the many news features of na- 
tional importance which are cropping up, such as the financial 
disturbances last week and the forthcoming presidential campaign 
next year, which promises to be of more interest to paper men than 
Business on the other grades 
of paper, according to the present outlook, will be the reverse of 
that on news paper, because the tendency in all lines of wholesale 
and retail trade is to go slow pending the final outcome of the 
financial unsettlement and the possible change in national politics 
in 1908. To summarize trade conditions: The consumption 
of news paper promises to increase considerably and _ con- 
tinue so for many months to come, while the demand 
for the other grades of paper is bound to be less active 
ewing to the general contraction in the industrial world. Regard- 
ing the actual position of the various grades, news paper is at 
once the most active. Box board and wrapping papers are the 
strongest of those affected by the general business depression. 
As regards strength, book, writing and tissue papers follow in 
The mills making box boards and wrap- 
ping papers are catching up very rapidly on their orders, while 
those running on book and writing papers are making prompt 
Some of the tissue paper mills have run up a heavy 
surplus during the past few months which th¢y are now offering 
at a bargain. The remarkable feature of the market is the con- 
tinued firmness of prices, but as quotations are now governed by 
the cost of raw materials instead of by the law of supply and de- 
mand, there is little likelihood of any weakening in prices, irre- 
spective of the extent of the present or future demand for paper.

Mixed Reports from Canada.

A Little Above the Average in the Miami.

Dayton, Ohio, October 28, 1907.—Business conditions are in a 
fairly satisfactory state, the financial rumblings of the past week 
having been only slightly felt in this,vicinity. The consensus of 
opinion here is that all will be well in mill and financial circles pro- 
viding the manufacturers, their customers, the bankers and de- 
positors do not lose their heads. It is firmly believed here that

That’s one thing we do out West—we keep our heads and hold 
our pocketbooks.” He was authority for the statement that the 
demand during the week has been a little above the average, and 
that prices have been satisfactory. No complaint is forthcoming 
as to the quantity of business, and every fellow knows that his 
neighbor is getting a good price.

More Reports of Severe Car Shortage in Northwest. 

WasHIncTon, October 29, 1907.—Urgent reports of car shortage 
in various parts of the West, Northwest and along the Pacific 
Coast are being received here and indicate the possibility of a 
serious situation as regards movement of coal, wheat and other 
staples during the rest of the fall and early winter. The reports 
indicate that there has been a greater car movement this season 
thus far than there was last year, but in some ways the distribution 
of cars has been bad and in places the demand has been greater 
than it was a year ago. The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
had the subject under investigation and a partial report has been 
made to the President on the general question of car shortage as 
now exhibiting itself. No official statement as to what will be 
done from Washington is yet forthcoming. 


Twelve Years’ Progress in American Paper Trade. 
(From an editorial in the World’s Paper Trade Review.) 

The receipt of a copy of the thirty-third annual edition of “Lock- 
wood’s Directory of the Paper, Stationery and Allied Trades of 
the United States and Canada” (1908), taken in conjunction with 
the existing boom in the paper making industry on the other side, 
suggested to us that it would be of interest to compare the present 
issue with one dating a few years back, say that for 1895-6, for ex- 
ample. The difference in bulk between twelve volumes is obvious 
at first sight, the later issue being nearly double the size of the 
earlier one. Twelve years ago the actual catalogue of paper and 
pulp mills in the United States occupied about 115 pages, and the 
two kinds of establishments were in separate lists. Today there is 
but a single alphabetical list, which extends to 148 pages, an in- 
crease in size of some 30 per cent. It must not, however, be as- 
sumed from this that the number of mills is on the increase, the 
contrary being the case. In fact, in the United States, as in our 
own country, the number of paper mills continues to steadily de- 
crease. In 1895 there were 1,101 paper and pulp mills in opera- 
tion; in 1907 there are but 742 paper mills and 245 pulp mills, a 
total of 987, a shrinkage of nearly 10 per cent. in a dozen years. 
Notwithstanding this, there are only thirty idle mills today, as 
compared with ror in 1895, so that the gross decrease is in the 
neighborhood of 16 per cent. Similarly, the number of firms in 
the trade has also lessened, In 1895 there were 833, in 1907 there 
are but 750, a percentage of decrease which is singularly close to 


. that of the mills themselves.

Toronto, Canada, October 28, 1907,—Some dealers are satisfied 
with trade, but others say that it is not as good as several months 
ago or as the spring trade forecasted. The panic ineNew York 
has not affected Canada directly, but has apparently had a ten- 
dency to make the traders and manufacturers of this country 
more cautious and to rather underbuy than overstock. The short 
crops in the West will also somewhat reduce trade there, although 
these same short crops will not be an unmixed evil, because they 
are causing farmers to go into mixed farming instead of trusting 
wholly to grain, and it is said also that instead of buying more 
land they are liquidating their debts to the storekeepers. A good 
deal of complaint is heard of English competition in book papers 
and cheap writings. Manufacturers here say that they are com- 
pelled to use some Scandinavian pulp in these lines and have to 
pay 25 per cent. duty on it, while the English maker gets his 
pulp in free and gets his paper into Canada on a 15 per cent. duty. 
They say they will ask the Canadian Parliament to remedy this 
next session. E. 


A Little Above the Average in the Miami. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 28, 1907.—Business conditions are in a 
fairly satisfactory state, the financial rumblings of the past week 
having been only slightly felt in this,vicinity. The consensus of 
opinion here is that all will be well in mill and financial circles pro- 
viding the manufacturers, their customers, the bankers and de- 
positors do not lose their heads. It is firmly believed here that 
conditions are not analogous with the 1893 panic, for the reason 
that the plants, in most cases, have as many orders as they can well 
take care of, and are in good shape to meet all demands made upon 
them, whereas in 1893 quite a number of industrial establishments 
were loaded down with mortgages, and they could not stand the 
pressure. 

“The paper trade has gone along swimmingly,” remarked a mem- 
ber of the trade today, “and we are still keeping our bearings. We 
are not like the balloonists who passed over our heads last week, as 
they were up in the air, and while going at a lively clip all they 
could say was ‘I don’t know where I’m going, but I’m on my way.’ 
- IT believe every mill man in the Miami Valley is going at a rapid 
rate, but he knows his destination, and he’s not up in the air, either, 


That's one thing we do out West—we keep our heads and hold 
our pocketbooks.” He was authority for the statement that the 
demand during the week has been a little above the average, and 
that prices have been satisfactory. No complaint is forthcoming 
as to the quantity of business, and every fellow knows that his 
neighbor is getting a good price. 

Much interest was manifested here when it was reported over 
the Associated Press that the Hartford company, which relin- 
quished its envelope contract to the Mercantile Corporation of this 
city, had refunded $100,000 to the Government, owing to alleged 
failure to meet all details of the contract, which it held for more 
than thirty years. M. V. 


Holding Up Fairly Well in Fox Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., October 28, 1907.—There is little new to be 
said about business this week, the conditions mentioned last week 
being practically descriptive of conditions now. The expectation 
of any very heavy fall demand is now pretty well abandoned. 
Business is reported to be holding up fairly well and none of the 
mills are lacking business to keep them employed, but the pres- 
sure of fall orders of other years is not present now, due, it is 
believed, to the fact that dealers are not putting in the stocks they 
are generally accustomed to do at this season. Fox River. 


More Reports of Severe Car Shortage in Northwest. 

WasuHincTon, October 29, 1907.—Urgent reports of car shortage 
in various parts of the West, Northwest and along the Pacific 
Coast are being received here and indicate the possibility of a 
serious situation as regards movement of coal, wheat and other 
staples during the rest of the fall and early winter. The reports 
indicate that there has been a greater car movement this season 
thus far than there was last year, but in some ways the distribution 
of cars has been bad and in places the demand has been greater 
than it was a year ago. The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
had the subject under investigation and a partial report has been 
made to the President on the general question of car shortage as 
now exhibiting itself. No official statement as to what will be 
done from Washington is yet forthcoming. 


Twelve Years’ Progress in American Paper Trade. 
(From an editorial in the World’s Paper Trade Review.) 

The receipt of a copy of the thirty-third annual edition of “Lock- 
wood’s Directory of the Paper, Stationery and Allied Trades of 
the United States and Canada” (1908), taken in conjunction with 
the existing boom in the paper making industry on the other side, 
suggested to us that it would be of interest to compare the present 
issue with one dating a few years back, say that for 1895-6, for ex- 
ample. The difference in bulk between twelve volumes is obvious 
at first sight, the later issue being nearly double the size of the 
earlier one. Twelve years ago the actual catalogue of paper and 
pulp mills in the United States occupied about 115 pages, and the 
two kinds of establishments were in separate lists. Today there is 
but a single alphabetical list, which extends to 148 pages, an in- 
crease in size of some 30 per cent. It must not, however, be as- 
sumed from this that the number of mills is on the increase, the 
contrary being the case. In fact, in the United States, as in our 
own country, the number of paper mills continues to steadily de- 
crease. In 1895 there were 1,101 paper and pulp mills in opera- 
tion; in 1907 there are but 742 paper mills and 245 pulp mills, a 
total of 987, a shrinkage of nearly 10 per cent. in a dozen years. 
Notwithstanding this, there ate only thirty idle mills today, as 
compared with 101 in 1895, so that the gross decrease is in the 
neighborhood of 16 per cent. Similarly, the number of firms in 
the trade has also lessened, In 1895 there were 833, in 1907 there 
are but 750, a percentage of decrease which is singularly close to 


. that of the mills themselves.

Injunction Against Printing Pressmen.

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OBITUARY. 


Mitton B. BELpEN. 


Milton B. Belden, for many years prominently identified with 
the paper trade of New York as a paper merchant, died at his 
home, 272 Clinton avenue, Brooklyn, on Monday afternoon of this 
week. Mr. Belden had an apoplectic stroke several years ago 
from which he never fully recovered, and since then has not en- 
gaged actively in business. 

Mr. Belden was 63 years of age and was well known to the 
older generation of paper men in that city. He started in the 
paper business in 1872, under the name of M. B. Belden, and 
was actively connected with the trade for over thirty years. Mr. 
Belden had an office at 320 Broadway, but of recent years the 
active management of the business devolved upon his son, F. M. 
Belden. 

In 1884 Mr. Belden formed a partnership with Charles A. 


Dean, under the name of Belden & Dean. Mr. Dean was vice- 
president at that time of the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company. 
The firm was to handle the paper and bag business of the latter 
company in New York. The partnership was finally dissolved in 
1891, after an existence of about seven years, Mr. Belden con- 
tinuing under his own name. For some years past Mr. Belden 
was a large distributor of wood pie plates, controlling the output 
of several large factories. He was a stockholder in the York 
Haven Paper Company and the York Haven Power and Water 
Company, both in York Haven, Pa. The business will be con- 
tinued by his son, F. M. Belden, for the present. Mr. Belden 
leaves a widow and one son, F. M. Belden. The funeral was held 
at his late residence yesterday afternoon, and interment will be 
at Windsor, Conn., this (Thursday) afternoon. 


Farmand on the Outlook for Pulp. 


The market for sulphite cellulose, says Farmand in its issue of 
October 12, continues to harden under the influence of a strong 
inquiry for 1909 and 1910, and makers who are nervous as to the 
probable future cost of production now demand for delivery over 
these two years upward of kr. 155 f. 0. b. for easy bleaching 
quality. For mechanical pulp there is a spirited demand both from 
the” Continent and the United Kingdom, and the market is de- 
cidedly stronger in consequence, kr. 45 being asked as a minimum 


for delivery over 1908. And considering that fully 80 per cent. 
of the calculated combined output of the Norwegian and Swedish 
mills for next year has already been placed, it may not be a long 
time before next year’s delivery commands the same extreme 
price as is already obtained for the small lots which are still 
available for this year, say kr. 53 to 55 f. o. b. for stave packed 
ordinary brands. ; 

There were a year ago some stocks on this side and the foreign 
paper mills held considerably larger stocks than they do today. 
This reduction of stocks has taken place in a year of exceptionally 
favorable water conditions both in Norway, Sweden and Finland; 
in our country, at any rate, the year 1907 will mark a record in 
the production and export of mechanical wood pulp, and for that 
matter also in cellulose. It may be possible, of course, that 1908 
will also be a year of good water supply in all the principal wood 
pulp districts; for the present prospects are highly favorable in this 
respect. But the output of 1908 can hardly be expected, even 
under the most favorable conditions, to exceed that of 1907, and 
it may be smaller. From where then is the deficiency which has 
actually occurred during the last twelve months to be met during 
next year? 


Under these circumstances we repeat most strongly our advice 
to foreign paper makers to secure their supply of their most im- 
portant raw material for some years ahead, while they can still do 
so at a comparatively moderate cost, and to see to it, the sooner 
the better, that they get an advance upon the price of paper. We 
understand that the leading Norwegian paper mills will be pre- 
pared to co-operate most cordially with the paper makers abroad, 
both in Sweden and elsewhere, in an effort to bring about the nec- 
essary readjustment of paper prices to the enhanced cost of pro- 
duction. A number of sales are reported this week, among them 
a contract for three years at kr. 42 f. 0. b. for stave packed. 


Decision in Wireless Paper and Board Case. 


Wm. E. Sheehan, of the,Albany Felt Company, Albany, N. Y., 
some time ago invented a machine for making paper and mill 
board in which the stock was delivered on the upper strand of 
a revolving endless felt, thereby preventing waste of material, fibre, 
cement and stock, and doing away with any possibility of wire 
marks in the manufacture of paper, since there is no wire with 
which the pulp comes in contact. 

A machine, under an agreement between Mr. Sheehan and the 
manager of the H: W. Johns-Manville Company, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., was constructed ‘and put in operation in the H. W. Johns- 
Manville Company’s shop, and thereafter the master mechanic of 
the H. W. Johns-Manville Company applied for and took out a 
patent thereon. An interference was declared in the Patent Office 
between this patent and Mr. Sheehan’s application. Testimony 
was taken in Boston, New York city, York, Pa. and Albany, 
N. Y., and considerable interest was manifested in the case by 
paper and mill board manufacturers throughout the Eastern States. 

Final hearing was had in September and a decision has been 
rendered sustaining Mr. Sheehan’s contention and awarding prior- 
ity of invention to him. Hon. Frederick W. Cameron, of Albany, 
N. Y., was counsel for Mr. Sheehan. A. Parker-Smith, Esq., of 
New York city, was counsel for the H. W. Johns-Manville Com- 
pany. 


Three Tour System in Finland. 


According to Mercator, two-thirds of the Finnish paper indus- 
try will, by the end of the year, have adopted the three tour system. 
The policy of the manufacturers of that country in agreeing to 
the desire of the workpeople on that point seems to have saved 
them from the labor complications which have affected the Scan- 
dinavian paper makers during the current year.

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J. H. SINEX ON MARKET CONDITIONS. 


The President of the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association 
Gives His Opinions on “Trade Conditions,” ““Vol- 


ume of Business,” ““Collections,”’ Etc. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PuiLapetpnia, October 29, 1907.—A comprehensive review of 
paper trade conditions today, in the immediate past and in the 
near future, has been made by President Sinex, of the Philadel- 
phia Paper Trade Association and head of the Garrett-Buchanan 
Company. Mr. Sinex was asked by. certain important financial 
interests for this estimate. Jt represents his studied review of 
the situation. President Sinex says that perhaps his view will 
not be shared in by all, but the trade generally agrees with it in 
its entirety. Certainly its leading points have been reflected in 
the market reviews published in these columns in recent weeks. 

The paper has been divided into several captions and is as 
follows: 

Trade Conditions.—During the last eight months the cost to 
the mill of all grades of paper has advanced from 10 to 25 per 
cent. It is unfortunate, but true, that the jobbers have only ad- 
vanced their price in the same proportion, thereby reducing their 
percentage of profits and also losing the interest on the additional 
capital required to do business. 

Volume of Business—The volume of business month by month 
is greater this year than it was last. The unsettled condition of 
the money market has created a conservative feeling among all 
consumers; and while the volume of business has slightly in- 
creased, yet the tendency is to order only for immedidte require- 
ments and in as small amounts as possible, which means more 
expense and less profit to the jobber. 

Prices.—The prices on all grades of paper at the present time 
are firm, and all the mills are running on full time; but we note 
that orders are being filled by the mills more promptly than at 
any time since the advance in prices, which will bear out my 
belief that all the jobbers are curtailing on orders to the mills 
and only placing such orders as are absolutely necessary to keep 
their lines moving. If these conditions continue I feel sure that 
the mills will soon be looking for orders and the tendency then 
will be to cut prices. 

Collections.—Collections are slow, not only from the smaller 
concerns but from the larger. The mills are demanding prompt 
settlement to the day, and the jobber must insist on the same 
settlement. The tendency all through the trade is to cull out 
all doubtful and overdue accounts. 

Conditions of the Trade for the Next Three or Six Months.— 
The probable conditions for the next three or six months are a 
problem. They depend on so many contingent conditions. Should 
the stringency in the money market continue I think business will 
fall off to a great extent, but should the money market be re- 
lieved I think business will continue to improve and prices will 
remain nearly as they are. There is no overproduction of paper 
today. The consumption is fully up to production. I do not 
believe that prices will ever go to the low figure they have been 
in the past. This is particularly true in regard to news and book 
papers. The profit on these lines have been so very small that 
capital has not been attracted that way, and the mills have not 
had any trouble in disposing of their product. E. R. G. 


Dan Albertson Heads a Power Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., October 27, 1907—Dan J. Albertson, civil 
engineer, and one of the best known paper mill architects in the 
Middle West, has been selected as the head and manager of the 
' newly organized Manistee River Power Company, with headquar- 
ters at Traverse City, Mich. Mr. Albertson holds a majority of 


the stock in the corporation, and, while he has not been formally 
elected to office as yet, the papers have been filed and as soon as 
returned from the Secretary of State a meeting of stockholders 
will be held and at that time officers and directors will be named. 
Mr. Albertson says it will probably result in his moving from 
Kalamazoo to the northern Michigan town, as he will have all he 
wants to do to manage the affairs of the new enterprise. 

The Manistee River Power Company succeeds the Electric Land 
and Development Company and is capitalized at $1,000,000. Of 
this amount $500,000 has been paid in and the balance of the 
stock will be held in reserve as treasury stock and used as needed 
in the future. The object of the concern is to develop power on 
the Manistee River and 20 miles of land and flowage rights have 
already been surveyed and secured, and dam No. 1 will be begun 
immediately. Sidetracks for the transportation of material will 
be laid this fall and other preliminary work done. The first dam 
will have a capacity of 5,000 horse power and the four dams to be 
erected in the next few years will be designed to develop fully 
20,000 horse power. 

Mr. Albertson has been in the north of Michigan for the greater 
part of the past two years working on this project and the success 
of the undertaking is largely due to his persistent efforts. Promi- 
nent capitalists of Michigan and Wisconsin are back of this enter- 
prise and Traverse City is enthusiastic over the probability of a 
big industrial boom as the result of acquiring cheap power for 
industries. It will likely result in a street railway system being 
installed in that town. HALL. 


New Rule When Ordering Stamped Envelopes. 


Wasuincton, October 28, 1907.—Postmaster General Meyer 
issued an order today, respecting the purchase by business men of 
stamped envelopes, that will mean much to business communities 
and to large users of the Government envelopes. It provides that 
when an order is placed with a postmaster for stamped envelopes, 
only the cost of the envelopes and printing thereon shall be de- 
posited with the order, instead of the entire cost, including stamps, 
as at present. 

The Government is often five or six weeks in making a delivery 
of stamped envelopes. As about four million envelopes are turned 
out every day by the Government, and the orders for them are 
approximately three thousand a day, the amount of money tied 
up under the present practice is enormous. 

Under the order of the Postmaster General the stamp value of 
the envelopes will yemain in the hands of the purchaser and be 
available for such uses as he may care to make of it while the 
crder is being filled. When the postmaster delivers the envelopes 
erdered, he will turn into the Treasury immediately the money 
received, thus making it available for Government purposes. 


Gossip Over Projected Writing Mill at Russell, Mass. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., October 28, 1907.—The report in these columns 
last week of a projected mill in Russell for the manufacture of fine 
writing papers has caused a little ripple among manufacturers in 
this section, but as some such move has been anticipated prominent 


manufacturers are not alarmed. It is rumored that there is more 
behind the plan than has been announced, and it has been suggested 
in some circles that the proposed electric plant will have some- 
thing to do with furnishing power for an electric railway that has 
secured a franchise from Huntington to Lee, in addition to the 
operation.of a paper mill. As this road has a franchise to carry 
freight also, and is controlled by interests most friendly to the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company} it is said that 
the proposed mill will be erected at a point where it can secure con- 
nection with this road, as well as the Boston & Albany Railroad.

PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


WRITING MANUFACTURERS MEET. 


Representatives of the Mills in the Various Sections Met in Chi- 
cago Last Week—The Questions of Terms and Prices Dis- 
cussed—No Action Taken—Another Meeting to Be Held. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, October 27, 1907.—A meeting of the writing paper 
manufacturers was held at the Auditorium Annex last Friday 
morning, at which representatives of mills from all sections of the 
country were present. Those in attendance at the meeting would 
not say much as to what was done, but it is known that no imme- 
diate action was taken toward the raising of prices. It is said that 
the mill men present discussed some new ideas concerning terms, 
etc., and that the price question was left for future determination. 

Among those present were: Messrs. Hodge and Loveland, of the 
Kalamazoo Paper Company, Kalamazoo, Mich.; Charles Phelps, of 
the Parsons Paper Company, and Philip Powers, of the Powers 
Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass.; Mr. Ryland, of the Standard 
Paper Manufacturing Company, Richmond, Va.; W. T. Ustick, 
Lee Paper Company, Lee, Mass.; Phil. Blatz, Plover Paper Com- 
pany, Lee, Mass.; Mr. Howard, the Aitna Paper Company, Day- 
ton, Ohio; W. N. Gilbert, Gilbert Paper Company, Menasha, Wis. 

The principal business session of the meeting was held on Fri- 
day morning in clubroom 6 of the Auditorium Annex, most of 
those attending leaving the same day or the following day for their 
respective homes. 

It was decided, after quite a full discussion of the writing paper 
situation, that, although the need exists for an advance of prices, 
the time for such action is not now. Recent events have* made 
such action unwise, and it was therefore postponed until a later 
meeting. M. 


Both the Booth and Eddy Plants Rushed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Orrawa, October 28, 1907.—A visit to the Chaudiere, where the 
E. B. Eddy Company and J. R. Booth have their mills for the 
manufacture of pulp and paper, reveals that there is a great activ- 


ity in shipping. Their private sidings are filled with cars. Inquiry 
shows, however, that the orders are not half filled. Instances are 
mentioned where manila ordered five months ago has just been 
shipped. Just now there is an enormous demand for paper bags, 
flour sacks and candy pails, pickle pails and such like for the 
Christmas trade. 

Wherever one inquires he hears reasons for advanced prices. 
There is a scarcity of pulp, owing in some measure, it is said, to the 
blocking of the Ottawa River by a couple of firms’ logs. On this 
account the wood required cannot reach the factories. The pros- 
pective season’s operations in the woods are also very expensive and 
the manufacturers believe it is high time to provide for the extra 
cost. 

The E. B. Eddy Company, judging by its own factory in Hull 
and the branch factories all over the country, finds the paper trade 
remarkably brisk. The company admits that its order book is 
filled up to its capacity, and states also that prices are too low. 
This is especially the case where some long term contracts have 
not expired. The outlook is that before next spring the price of 
news will be considerably nearer 3 cents than 2 cents, the latter still 
being the rate for some old contracts. 

The reports from seventeen or eighteen branches of the Eddy 
Company show that the demand in nearly every part of Canda 
far exceeds the supply. The company is looking for new and larger 
premises in Montreal afd Toronto, and will have to do similarly 
in London, Ont., or open another auxiliary branch in western On- 
tarjo. The Eddy premises in Halifax have recently been repaired 
and enlarged, and the agent in St. John secured additional ware- 
house space. Branches were opened in Calgary and Edmonton not 


- 


long ago, and the trade has been so encouraging that the company 
has sent for its Winnipeg agent to arrange for the establishment 
of two or three more Western factories. While profits are re- 
ported not very satisfactory, the company has no complaint to make 
regarding the volume of business. George H. Millen returned 
recently from the West in a trip in his capacity of joint manager, 
after which President W. H. Rowley visited the maritime prov- 
inces for a similar purpose. Both managers are now home, but 
business will shortly take Mr. Millen to New York, and on his 
return Mr. Rowley will make a trip through western Ontario. 

J. R. Booth is shipping to Australia, Great Britain, United States 
and Japan. The new sulphite mill which Mr. Booth is erecting 
will be complete in the spring, and will be able to turn out between 
50 and 60 tons of sulphite a day. 

The Department of Trade and Commerce has a report from 
Japan showing that Canada sold that country $994,148 worth of 
printing paper during the nine months ending July 31 last, com- 
pared with $664,035 for the corresponding term of 1906. The in- 
crease is due in a measure to the sales of J. R. Booth, of Ottawa, 
who started exporting inside of the last year. The sulphite pulp 
sales for the same period dropped from $553,684 to $466,534.

Trying to Form Labor Union at Dayton, Ohio. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 28, 1907.—The organization of a paper 
makers’ union for Dayton, West Carrollton and Miamisburg has 
been agitated during the past week, and an association was formed, 
known as Local No. 158. A meeting was held in Miamisburg last 
week and John Sullivan was elected president. Some time ago a 
big union was located in Dayton, and it was here that the national 
convention was held last summer. In West Carrollton the dis- 
cussion pertaining to the formation of a union has waxed warm, 
as may be witnessed by the following communication sent from that 
busy paper mill centre to the Miamisburg Citizen: 

“The organization of a ‘labor union’ in West Carrollton is out 
of the question. After a careful canvass of the property owners, 
nearly all of whom are employed in the mill, we find not more than 
four are in favor of the union. There is no hotel in the village, 
and the good women who have been feeding the roamers declare 
that they will not cook for three sets of hands. When would the 
women get an hour of rest under this rule? 

“The organizer claims that union and short hours will raise the 
moral standard, promote social welfare and prolong the life of our 
citizens. 

“Have these things been accomplished where unions exist? How 
do strikes, riots and destruction of property comport with these pre- 
tensions? Has the non-union plant ever had any serious labor 
trouble? How was it in 1893, when almost all paper mills were 
shut down? Did the Friend mill stop? No. 

“The wheels never stopped; even when not a single bundle of 
paper could be put upon the market the Friend Company carried 
its people over and today stands a proud monument of the phil- 
anthropy and managerial ability of J. Howard Friend. And is it 
now right that a foreign element be allowed to enter our village 
and dictate what this company must do? Not while justice re- 
mains. Will the people who own their homes, their living and all 
to this company stand idly by? No. 

“A union here means a great loss to 400 or more families, with 
no gain to anyone. Is that what the people are wanting? The 
savings of years, the pleasant associations, the schools, the church- 
es, must all be given up to satisfy the demands of the ‘roamers.’ 
No, never. 

“The compauy fought the trust and we, the people of West 
Carrollton, will fight the union, just as we do the saloon, feeling 
assured that our village does not stand in need of either.— Open 
SHopper.” M. V.

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NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


H. C. Hanson, of Mason City, Ia., has invented a new carton for 
egg packing. He will establish a plant with $40,000 capital. It will 
employ seventy-five people. 

Frank Turnell, the secretary of the company, has been appointed 
permanent receiver of the Western Wall Paper Mills, of Stevens 
Point, Wis., which was forced to make an assignment a couple of 
weeks ago. 

United States Judge George W. Ray has rendered a decision sus- 
taining Referee in Bankruptcy Joseph Atwell, of this city, disal- 
lowing a claim to $2,500 presented by the Robertson Paper Com- 
pany, in the matter of the bankruptcy of the Hopper-Morgan Com- 
pany, of Glen Park. 

A five story building at 226 Lake street, Chicago, was destroyed 
by fire on Friday of last week. The loss is $200,000, distributed 
as follows: Rome Brass and Copper Company, $25,000; Novelty 
Paper Box Works, $35,000; Chicago Label and Box Company, 
$75,000; building, owned by J. H. Fleming, of McGregor, Iowa, 
$65,000. 

The H. W. Carter Paper Company, of Springfield, on Monday 
of this week bought of A. N. Mayo the brick block at 233 Worth- 
ington street, Springfield. The new owner proposes to remodel 
the building somewhat to meet the needs of a growing paper con- 
cern and will occupy it as soon as possible. The price paid has not 
been made public. 


Rollin H. McCrea, one of the most prominent of Indianapolis’ 
business men, a member of the Fahnley-McCrea Millinety Com- 
pany, of that city, and a man who had been conspicuous in the com- 
mercial interests of that city since 1865, died suddenly of apoplexy 
on Tuesday of last week in the office of the Crescent Paper Com- 
pany, of Indianapolis. 

The old Hoffner homestead tract in Cumminsville, a suburb of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, consisting of about 3 acres, will become the site 
of an immense paper warehouse, if present negotiations for the 
site are completed. It is understood that a building, without base- 
ment, 200x250 feet, is proposed for the site. While the name of the 
prospective builder is not known, it is admitted that one of the 
big wholesale houses in Cincinnati is the buyer. 

Stone & Andrew, of Boston, have just issued two sample books 
showing their line-of foreign papers, their No. 1 book containing 
forty sample sheets, and their No. 2 book some fifty-five samples. 
They will shortly issue a No. 3 book. In the No, 1 book are sam- 
ples of Fabriano, Ancona, Thirteenth Century cover papers of 
Italian make, Kuro and other papers from Japan, besides a few 
samples of Chinese papers. The firm’s No. 2 book contains Nor- 
mandy and French Japan paper from France and wood veneer 
papers from Japan; also a full line of Japanese tissue and soft 
Japan printing papers. The covers are of Tokugawa paper, a 
Japanese importation, with a Japanese design on the front page 
and the firm’s trademark on the back, the books being tied with 
Japanese grass. Charles A. Esty, who recently connected himself 
with Stone & Andrew, is visiting the trade with these special papers 
and is meeting with considerable success, since the papers appeal 
strongly to publishers and printers. 


Canadian Justice Beats Jersey Justice. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, October 28, 1907.—Toronto courts made a 
record last week in sentencing a post office letter thief to two 
years in the penitentiary within an hour after he was arrested. 
Another unusual occurrence was the fact that the judge and jury 
left the court room during another trial and visited the scene 
where an accident was alleged to have taken place. A. H. Green, 
an employee of Kilgour Brothers, paper manufacturers, sued the 


firm for damages which he claimed to have received while operat- 
ing a cutting machine. Sir William Mulock, the Chief Justice and 
late Postmaster General of Canada, was presiding, and upon his 
suggestion the jury accompanied him on foot from the court 
house along Bay and Wellington streets to the factory. Then 
they returned and heard the case. Green was allowed as the 
result of the trial $1,560 and costs for the loss of several fingers.

F, M. Hugo and D. M. Anderson on Publishers’ Charges. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., October 28, 1907.—Watertown paper manu- 
facturers, who have had their attention called to articles recently 
published charging that an alleged paper trust was putting up 
prices, are unanimous in declaring that no selling combine is re- 
sponsible for the rise. 

During the summer just past water conditions in northern New 
York were the worst known in years. It is expected that low 
water conditions will be as bad next year as they were this year, 
and no one is looking for lower prices for paper, no matter what 
the Government's attitude is toward the trusts.or the tariff. When 
asked his opinion of what effect the removal of the tariff on wood 
pulp would have on prices and what caused the present high prices, 
David M. Anderson, of the St. Regis Paper Company, said: “The 
tariff on pulp wood has nothing to do with the present prices at 
all, and the removal of this tariff would make little, if any, differ- 
ence. The present prices are due entirely to the increased cost 
of production of paper and the fact that the supply is not suffi- 
cient to meet the demand. Labor is 50 per cent. higher than it was 
two years ago, and pulp is easily 33% per cent. higher. The pro- 
duction of paper is many tons short of the demand. An attempt has 
been made to increase the daily output, but it has been impossible 
to do so. In my opinion print paper will never be any lower, for 
there is no chance for many, if any, more mills, and hence the pro- 
duction will be little if at all increased.” When asked if there was 
a combination he replied that there was none. 

F. M. Hugo, secretary of the Remington-Martin Company and 
an officer of the Raymondville Paper Company and several other 
paper and pulp concerns, and a former Canadian, when asked re- 
garding the duty on wood pulp, said: “The duty on ground wood 
pulp is one-twelfth of a cent per pound, dry weight. In addition 
to the above rate a countervailing duty is imposed on wood pulp 
imported from a country or dependency which imposes an export 
duty on pulp wood, ahd it has been held that the discriminating 
stumpage tax of 25 cents per cord on wood in the province of 
Quebec is an export duty, and therefore a countervailing duty of 
25 cents per 2,000 pounds is charged on ground wood pulp, it being 
held that one cord of wood makes 2,000 pounds of ground wood 
pulp. As far as the removal of the duty on wood pulp is con- 
cerned, that will have little, if any, effect upon the price of paper. 
The main effect of the removal of the tariff would be to have 
wood pulp manufactured in Canada instead of the United States, 
and have it shipped here in the form of ground wood instead of in 
the log. This would have the tendency of being a direct blow at 
an important industry in this country, and not in line with the 
protective tariff policy. I am of the opinion, however, that the 
taking off of the duty would have little effect, if any. I think 
1 would favor it, provided the duty on all ingredients of paper 
be taken off at the same time. It might be judicious to have this 
duty removed gradually, so as to have business adapt itself to 
new conditions gradually.” B. 


Considerable improvements will be made in the Clinton Paper 
Company’s plant at Clinton, Ia. Orders have been placed with the 
Dilts Machine Works, of Fulton, N. Y., for beating engines, and the 
capacity of the plant will be materially increased. The mill turns 
out principally wrapping and bag papers.

Opinion in Canada Not Unanimous for Prohibition. 

Opinion in Canada is not by any means unanimous in favor of 
placing an export duty on pulp wood, and this fact often crops out 
where least expected. A big Ontario lumberman in talking with 
our Toronto correspondent last week said that he was decidedly 
opposed to it, not believing in export duties, and further expressing 
the belief that if Canadians, with plenty of raw material close at 
hand and with ample water powers, could not compete in Europe 
against United States manufacturers, who had to get their wood 
from Canada, then there must be something radically wrong with 
Canadian enterprise and management. This lumberman also took 
the ground that many of the settlers now developing Ontario were 
not located near any of the Canadian plants, and therefore it was 
to their interest to sell the products of their farms to the nearest 
market, which was in many cases the buyer for a United States 
mill, who would receive the wood at the nearest railway station. 

Another man, who does not give his name, but who is evidently 
well informed, writes to the Quebec papers in part as follows: 
“The American mills are using the greater part of the pulp wood 
produced by the Quebec farmers today, and it is the American

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The International’s Report Reviewed. 


In commenting upon the annual report of the International Paper 
Company the Wall Street Journal has the following to say: 

“The annual report of the International Paper Company for the 
year ended June 30, 1907, does not hold out much prospect for the 
common stock. The earnings for the common stock were equal 
only to 1.60 per cent. on the $17,442,800 outstanding, and were con- 
siderably smaller than for any year in the company’s history. In 
addition the company’s working capital, as of June 30 last, shows 
as only $5,165,141, as compared with $8,466,833 twelve months pre 
vious, a loss of $3.301,692 for the year. The working capital at the 
close of the year was the smallest it has been in years. 

“The report also shows an increase of $1,000,000 in the amount 
of the 5 per cent. consolidated mortgage convertible bonds. This 
issue now totals $6,000,000, calling for $300,000 interest per annum 

“The decrease in the amount available for dividends during the 
year is attributed largely to the increase in the cost of wood and 
labor. As a matter of fact the gross income of the company for 
the year was $3,671 larger than for any previous year, while the 
net earnings were $3,565 smaller than for any previous year.

But this constant augmentation of production on a large scale, 
as I have from time to time pointed out, is sure to undermine the 
whole business. There is a limit to most things, but the men 
who are now so eager to build so many new mills refuse to believe 
that there is a limit to the production of chemical wood pulps. 
They argue with me that the demand is increasing by leaps and 
bounds, and are fondly deluding themselves that the consumption 
of sulphite and sulphate pulp is increasing by about 20 per cent. 
per annum. These figures, | am quite convinced, arg, chimerical. 
The men who are embarking their capital and other people's 
money, too, in all these new mills will not listen to reason. They 
shut their eyes and ears to the exceptional conditions that have 
brought about the heavy demand this year. It 
them to know

that the demand is apparently in excess of the 
supply. But very close investigation into the subject during my 
several months’ travel] in Sweden has been very instructive. 

The Americans, I admit, have come into the market suddenly as 
heavy buyers, and so caused prices to jump up in a most remarkable 
manner. But the American buyers have not come to stay; that I 
am absolutely positive of. Canada is the natural hunting ground 
for American paper makers. They will, of course, take care that 
this shortage shall not occur very often again. They will—in fact, 
must—build chemical and mechanical pulp mills in Canada to sup- 
ply their increasing requirements. I know from my frequent visits 
to Canada and the United States that the largest American paper 
making concerns have for some years past been acquiring some of 
the finest forests and waterfalls in Canada, and that they are 
quite ready to go ahead and build big sulphite, sulphate and me- 
chanical wood pulp plants as soon as they see the time is ripe. 
I have impressed on the minds of Swedish pulp manufacturers 
that what I have stated is beyond doubt. The International Paper 
Company, the Union Bag and Paper Company and the Great 
Northern Paper Company—three of the greatest paper making con- 
cerns in the United States, organizations with an aggregate capital 
of not less than £20,000,000—have invested enormous sums in Cana- 
dian forest lands and waterfalls. 

The Yankee will not be caught “napping.” When the time comes 
he will drop the Scandinavian pulp makers just as suddenly as he 
“took them on.” Another thing I have discovered which is inter- 
esting, and that is: many of the inquiries which mills have been 
receiving over here the past two or three months are simply dupli- 
cation and triplication of an original inquiry which has been circu- 
lated through different sources. Sometimes the quantities have 
This sort of thing has materially assisted in 
making the pulp makers believe that the demand is very much 
larger than it really is. Therefore, with so many new mills con- 
stantly coming forward, I am quite certain that prices will fall

The Norwegian paper makers have been in- 
vited to the meeting and dinner of the Svenska Pappersbruks Fér- 
eningen (Swedish Paper Makers’ Association), which is to take 
place in Stockholm on October 14 and 15, for the purpose of con- 
ferring on the matter of arranging uniform prices. Mr. Smidth, 
the managing director of the Union Company, Skotfos, and the 
president of the Norwegian Paper Makers’ Association, has “ac- 
cepted,” and will be accompanied by some of the principal Norwe- 
gian makers. This is a step in the right direction, and will give 
satisfaction to British paper makers, who have been uncertain as 
to how the Scandinavian makers might act in the market. It will 
certainly help to strengthen their hands to advance prices. 

It would, in my opinion, be an excellent idea for the British 
Paper Makers’ Association to invite representative paper makers 
from Sweden, Norway, Finland, Germany, France, Austria, Bel- 
gium and America to their next annual dinner, and this would 
afford an opportunity for an international meeting of paper makers 
who could compare notes on prices and talk over other important 
matters for the mutual good of the trade. It would mean gold in

about, and would, I feel sure, be well received in general, and would 
afford an excellent opportunity for fraternal and business inter- 
course. It is rather remarkable in knocking about the world that 
in almost every country one visits the paper maker blames “the 
other people” for taking ridiculous and unremunerative prices, and 
otherwise behaving in a manner generally prejudicial to the best 
interests of the trade.

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THE BEST METHOD OF SIZING. 


Interest in the Question of Sizing at This Time Is Due to the 
High Cost of Rosin—A Combination of Starch, Good 
Rosin and a Little Animal Size Recommended. 


The question of sizing paper has lately been dealt with by the 
Papier-Fabrikant in a series of articles, treating in detail the 
various forms of sizing, such as starch sizing, rosin sizing, animal 
sizing and mixed sizing, 

Special interest attaches at present to the question of sizing in 
view of the recent increase in price of rosin. It is remarked that 
good rosin formerly cost about equal to $1.10 per 100 pounds, 
from which paper size could be made for about 2% cents per 
pound, after allowing for the soda and alum used. On the basis of 
the present price of rosin (about $2.20 per 100 pounds) the paper 
size would cost about equal to 3% cents per pound, or more than 
the price of good fibre. Size increasing the weight of the paper, 
it is evident that the advance in its cost is sufficient in certain 
grades to turn the previous,normal profit into a loss. 4 

Apart from the efforts being made to develop new sources of 
rosin supply, the employment of the various descriptions of flour 
and starch yielding plants found in the tropics is suggested as 
likely to produce good results. 

In view of the ancient papyri and papers still in existence having 
retained the qualities imparted by their sizing, it is evident that the 
process had reached a high degree. of excellence. Its formula 
seems, however, to have been known only to a few ekperts, after 
whose death the secret was apparently lost. The starch sizing 
known to the ancients would seem to have been made from wheat, 
and to have been more or less similar to the “collodin” recently 
used, the paste having been converted by suitable alkalies into a 
viscous mass, of almost glassy transparency. 

While the preparation of viscose starch or collodin offers no 
practical difficulty, the need of keeping in view the character of 
the factory water and the description of paper to be made render 
it preferable to obtain it from establishments which produce it 
regularly of uniform quality. The principal thing is the right 
choice of the starch used and its proper treatment. Potato starch 
requires a stronger lye and a higher temperature than wheat starch, 
the former lacking the gluten always present in the latter. The 
glutinous properties deficient in arrowroot and potato starch can 
be supplied by means of alkalies in such a way as to give them the 
qualities possessed by wheat starch. The use of ordinary starch 
paste in paper sizing has increased simultaneously with that of 
rosin, the former having been added to promote the action of the 
latter. 

Although rosin has been for about a century used as paper siz- 
ing, opinions differ as to the nature of the chemical processes 
taking place during the operation, It is generally known that the 
molecule of rosin contains a good deal of carbon and hydrogen, 
with but little oxygen, the formula being C20, H30, O2. The 
presence of abietine, sylvine and pinnine acids is also known, The 
sizing agent is gluten, the same as in wheat starch. Rosin has to 
be saponified by means of an alkali, in which process a certain 
portion remains as free rosin, in which the gluten is retained, this 
fact explaining the good saponifying qualities of a rosin soap con- 
taining a large proportion of free rosin. 

According to a normal formula, to saponify 2,204 pounds of 
rosin, 528-10 gallons of water and 44 pounds of Solvay soda are 
placed in the dissolver. By means of steam a temperature is ob- 
tained of 158° Fahr., at which the soda is dissolved. The finely 
divided rosin, mixed with soda flour, is then slowly added, continual 
stirring taking place. At 140° to 158° Fahr. the rosin is usually 
well dissolved and an excellent rosin soap is formed. Should 
there be a tendency for the mixtyre to froth excessively a little 


good rape oil may be added, in the proportion of one-half to three- 
quarters of a gallon for 2,204 pounds of rosin. 

Many paper factories are said to. have successfully adopted the 
above named process, which produces a nice white size, of which 
only a limited quantity is needed for making a well sized paper. 

In animal size the active component is gluten, as in vegetable 
size. It is, however, found in conjunction with other substances 
not present in vegetable size. Still, generally speaking the same 
effects are produced by the two descriptions. Dark kinds are 
usually poorer in sizing properties than lighter grades, as they con- 
tain less gluten and a larger proportion of foreign substances, 
which affect the appearance of the paper, 

“Marseilles soap” is regarded as particularly suited for addi- 
tion to animal size, its quality (being made from olive oil) com- 
pensating for its relatively high cost. The combination of animal 
with vegetable size leads to good results. The drying cylinders 
must be kept at as low a temperature as possible, the contraction 
to which the web of paper is subjected on leaving the hot cylinder 
injuring animal size, although rosin size is favorably affected 
under the circumstances. 

From the above explanations it is deduced that certain conditions 
must be fulfilled as to each kind of sizing if it is desired to obtain 
good results. The choice of sizing depends (apart from consid- 
erations of price) upon the quantity of sizing required by a par- 
ticular paper. The best way, it is stated, is to use a combination 
of properly made starch size and good rosin size with a small 
quantity of animal size. The proper grinding of the raw materials 
and the careful drying of the paper are of material importance. 

As to the various descriptions of size. Starch size requires a 
large, heated drying surface, on which the paper cannot shrink. 
Rosin size, on the other hand, needs several small drying surfaces, 
between which the paper has an opportunity of notable contraction, 
defects and creases in the paper being prevented by the use of dry- 
ing felts. Paper treated with animal size should be slowly dried at 
a moderate temperature, y which means it can easily contract. 

Consideration of the above facts regarding the properties of 
various descriptions of size will enable the manufacturer to make 
such combinations as will best answer the special purposes in view, 
while economizing to the utmost in the quantities used of the 
respective ingredients.

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News FROM THE MILLS. 


Work will be commenced next week at the mill of the Wausau 
Paper Mills Company, at Brokaw, Wis., in relining some of the 
sulphite digesters. 

The Aldrich Paper Company now has in the Oswegatchie River 
at Gouverneur one of its largest pulp drives. More than 7,000 
cords of spruce pulp wood are on the way to the mill. The company 
owns its own timber lands, and is in a prosperous condition, its 
output being mostly taken by one New York newspaper. 

The Dilts Machine Works have made shipments of the last car 
of beating engines for the Terre Haute (Ind.) Paper Company's 
new mill, This plant is almost ready for operation, and will un- 
doubtedly be making paper some time in November. The company 
already operates one machine on straw paper, which will also be 
the principal product turned out in its No. 2 mill. 

One of the three large water wheels which supplies the power 
to the plant of the Skowhegan Pulp Company, of Skowhegan, 
Me., broke into pieces last week. The financial loss will be $1,000 
or over, that amount being necessary to replace the wheel. In ad- 
dition to this it will require at least four weeks to get another 
wheel, and meantime the output will be reduced one-third, or about 
7 tons of pulp per day. 

The new plant of the High Falls Pulp and Paper Company at 
Chateaugay, N. Y., is now in operation. The mill has a capacity 
of 30 tons of paper per day, and is now run at nearly its full ca- 
pacity. The mills are connected with the Rutland Railroad by a 
spur of about one mile in length, built and owned ky the company. 
The company owns woodlands with sufficient timber to run its 
pulp mills for twenty years. 

“We have advices,” says the Sponer Northern News, of Green 
3ay, Wis., “that the Northern Paper Company have a corps of 
cruisers up in this territory looking up the spruce pulp wood con- 
ditions. This company has secured vast tracts of spruce lands on 
the M. & I. during the past two years, and with a survey of the 
Big Fork and Rainy rivers last fall, would indicate the company’s 
intention of Jocating up here in the near future.” 

Early last Tuesday afternon fire was discovered in. the paper 
stock of the Uncas Paper Company at Norwich, Conn. The fire 
originated from hot ashes dumped outdoors near the stock, and 
many bales had to be ripped open before the fire was put under 
control. The stock blazed so fiercely for two hours that the mill 
fire apparatus had to be augmented by the Norwich city chemical 
fire department. Six streams played on it for over an hour before 
the fire was subdued; but the damage is not very heavy, as none 
of the buildings were injured. 


Improvements in Calender Rolls. 

It is well known that calender rollers covered with paper or 
similar elastic substance display very limited qualities of resist- 
ance when working against hot metal rollers. 

With a view to increasing the resistance and durability of such 
rollers, Adolf Kirtel, of Ahrweiler, Prussia, has taken out a Ger- 
man patent for the introduction of asbestos fibre between the layers 
of paper round the rollers. This can be effected in various ways— 
by the application of a solution of asbestos to the separate sheets 
of paper; by the fastening of free asbestos fibres by means of a 
binding substance, or by other methods for the interposing of layers 
of asbestos fibre. The whole is subjected to a high degree of 
pressure, which makes it unite in a homogeneous body. Rollers 
thus protectéd possess remarkable power of resistance to the heat 
of metal rollers, arresting the development of any injury which the 
edges mig'it otherwise suffer.

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THE DYEING OF PAPER PULP. 


A Consideration of the Most Effective Combinations to Produce 
Results—How the Dyes Should Be Dissolved—Match- 
ing Cannot Be Taught, It Must Be Learned. 


Paper may well be considered as a textile product, for it is 
really a compressed and sized felt made from vegetable fibres in 
which animal fibres may be often present. Viewed in this light 
its coloring is a fit subject for review in these columns. Without 
going deeply into the question of what fibres go to make up the 
pulp and their individual properties, says the Textile Colorist, we 
may class them, first, as woody fibre, which comprises all wood 
pulps of course; then the vegetable fibres having the nature of 
jute, hemp, flax, straw, etc, which have the property of taking 
up basic dyestuffs without the aid of a mordant. Next, the 
class of pure cellulose, which principally refers to cotton fibres 
and any others (if they are used) which do not take basic dyes 
without the aid of a mordant. Last, animal fibres, either acci- 
dentally or purposely added. 

We presume the material to have been prepared by the paper 
maker and in the beater ready to receive the color. Usually the* 
first step is to add the sizing, which is an alkaline rosin soap, 
and when this is thoroughly incorporated sufficient alum is added 
to set or precipitate it throughout the pulp mass. Silicate of soda 
is used in some instances and filling or loading materials which 
serve to give the paper more uniformity, resistance to dampness 
and a smooth surface. They all act, in some measure, as a mordant 
for the dyestuff, so that, as a rule, the paper maker does not stop 
to inquire what fibres are present, but goes ahead and dyes all 
alike, and does not stop to think whether the dye is combined 
with the fibre or has formed a color lake with the filler. The 
final result looks the same, and that is all that is required. When 
special fastness to light is called for, the usual way is to use pig- 
ments like Prussian blue, chrome yellow, lampblack, etc., which 
are held mechanically as fillers. As these are only used in special 
cases, aniline colors are usually used. Three classes of dyestuffs 
are in use, viz. basic, acid and direct dyestuffs. All the basic 
dyes are available, but of the acid dyes only those of the azo 
class, which may be precipitated by alum, are really suitable, al- 
though a number are used which are unsuitable and wasteful. Of 
the direct cotton dyes, only those should be used which dye cold 
or are fixed by alum without being affected by its acid nature. 
Suitable combinations of acid and basic or direct dyes may be 
used if attention is paid to the proper working of the dyes. With 
a cotton or wool dyer a standing bath is possible and often desir- 
able; but with a paper maker the aim is to get a clear backwater 
and as little loss of dye as possible. This can only be when the 
dye is taken up by the fibre or when fixed in an insoluble state 
in the filler. The precipitation of the dye outside the pulp is in 
general to be avoided, and therefore it is best to dissolve the 
dyes separately if they are not of the same class. Use condensed 
steam for dissolving them, if it can be had, and always strain 
through cheesecloth or very fine brass screen. A few specks of 
undissolved dye will ruin the color of the whole beater of pulp, 
because each speck spreads and the first rolls the paper goes 
through will crush the speck perhaps and spread it still further. 
A perfect solution of the dye is best made by stirring it in cold 
water and boiling with an open steam pipe. Auramine, however, 
will not stand boiling. Acetic acid in small quantity is generally 
used in dissolving basic dyes, but too much must not be used, as 
it will prevent them from being properly fixed. Direct éotton dyes 
usually dissolve perfectly; but at times a small quantity of soda 
crystals is helpful. 

Having the dye dissolved, it is then diluted with water still 
further, and distributed by buckets or other means all around the 


beater. Some will still dump all the dye in a strong solution 
at one point and depend on the beater to blend it. The results 
may satisfy some, but are not as good as when all the fibres are 
tinted evenly. At times mottled and mixed effects are desired, 
and are made by putting all one dye in one place and another 
dye in another place and not mixing too thoroughly afterwards. 
When but one color is used, for instance safranine for a pink, 
it may be claimed that to have 10 per cent. of the fibres strongly 
dyed and well mixed with 90 per cent. of undyed fibres, so the 
naked eye will not notice the motley effect, is better than to have 
a delicate but uniform tint on the entire 100 per cent. of pulp, 
because the darker color fades slower than the light tint, and the 
final effect will be more permanent. To this argument we may 
say that to have a fibre overloaded with dye is to decrease its 
fastness, while where the dye has an excess of fibre to hold it its 
relative fastness is much better. This not only refers to fastness 
to light, but to water; and as most colored papers are meant to 
be pasted it is desirable that the color does not bleed. In using 
combinations of colors for fancy shades, dyes of one class should 
be mixed before putting them in the beater. In case acid or 
direct dyes are used with basic dyes, use the former first and tone 
up with the basic dye later. This will cause a precipitate to form, 
and all the color being retained the backwater will be clear. 
Some paper colorers always aim to use their colors in this way, in 
order to save dye and to increase fastness to bleeding; but if 
the precipitation takes place between the acid and basic dyes 
without one of them being set on the fibres, the result is a 
stringy, tarry mess that will ruin the pulp. 


The number of dyestuffs one may choose from is very large, 
but the number in common use is quite small. As each of the 
large firms handling dyes has its own brands, which may differ 
slightly in both shade and strength as well as price, we can only 
speak of the dyestuffs by their general names. The common basic 
colors are: 


Safranine (B, G, RS, etc.); methylene blue (2B, O, 20, 30, 
etc.); methyl violet (2B, R, 5B, etc.); malachite green , (crystals 
and powdered) ; auramine (II, O); chrysoidine (G, R, 2R, etc.) ; 
Bismarck brown (R, B, G, etc.) ; fuchsine (G, R, etc.). 

The most rarely used for special shades are: 

Rhodamine (B, G, 6G); Victoria blue (B, R, 4R); turquoise 
blue (B, G, R), and a number of specialties of particular bright 
shades, 


All the basic dyes mentioned above may be combined in any 
proportion for fancy shades and work well on almost any kind 
of pulp; they are “well taken up by the fibre and allow of close 
matches being made; but in full heavy shades there is apt to be 
some color in the backwater unless a combination is made with 
an acid dye to fix the color better. Examples will be given later. 

The acid dyes in common use are: Azo yellow, metanil yellow, 
orange II, croceine orange, croceine scarlets, paper blue (water 
blue), nigrosine, naphthol black. It will be noticed that these are 
also the same dyestuffs that are dyed on cotton with alum. They 
require alum as a mordant in pulp dyeing; other metallic salts 
fix them better by forming lakes, but either the cost or the bad 
effect on the paper hinders their more extended use, and when 
alum does not set the color sufficiently a proper combination with 
a basic dye will usually do the work, 

The direct dyes have not yet come into general use, with the 
exception of a few yellows intended to supplant auramine and 
metanil yellow, the first because of its sensitiveness to heat, and 
the second because the acid of the alum often darkens it. There 
is no reason why a large number of direct dyes, which work cold, 
should not be used, providing their cost compared favorably with 
the other colors. They will propably be more Yargely used in 
the future, but at present have little headway.

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THE DYEING OF PAPER PULP. 
(Continued from page 44.) 
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In matching a new sample there is more difficulty in getting 
the proper shade than in making several beaters of pulp match 
each other. In the latter case it is only necessary to compare 
small squeezed-out samples of the wet stock; but for a new 
sample the best way is to split the sample so as not to be misled 
by the glaze or calendered surface, then dry a small sample from 
the beater on a steam pipe, and when it is dry split it also and 
compare it with the sample. Too much brightness of color is 
best remedied by the use of darker pulp; but if this is not con- 
venient, it is better to use a small amount of the complementary 
color rather than to use black for dulling the tone. 

The complementary colors are: Violet and yellow, blue and 
orange, red and green. Either member of these pairs will kill 
the tone of the other and make a shade approaching black or 
neutral tint. 

A few examples of standard shades good for almost any mixture 
of pulp will illustrate the principles before mentioned, and will 
serve, with slight changes, in making the general run of colors, 
all proportions being for 1,000 pounds sized pulp. 

Bright red—15 pounds croceine scarlet, 15 pounds alum; when 
well beaten into pulp add 3 pounds fuchsine, 3 pounds chrysoidine. 
This gives a fairly clean backwater. . 

Bright green—1o pounds metanil yellow, 10 pounds alum; later 
add 5 pounds malachite green crystals. 

Bright blue—s pounds paper blue (greenish shade), 5 pounds 
alum; later add 5 pounds methylene blue (blue shade). 

Pink—One-half ounce safranine. 

Baby blue—One-half ounce methylene blue OO. 

Dull blue—6 ounces malachite green, 6 ounces methyl violet 2B. 

Buff—1™% pounds orange II, 2 pounds alum; later, 1% pounds 
auramine O 

Grey—1% ounces methyl violet, 1% ounces malachite green, 3 
(These figures will need changing, ac- 
cording to the strength of dyes used.) 

Grey No. 2—8 ounces nigrosine (jet shade), 8 ounces alum. 

Apple green—1o ounces malachite green, 8 ounces chrysoidine. 

Light orange brown—4 ounces Bismarck brown. 

Bottle green—9 ounces paper blue, 9 ounces alum; later, 14 


ounces Bismarck brown.

pounds malachite green, 2 pounds chrysoidine. (A darker shade 
may be made by using Bismarck brown in place of chrysoidine.) 

Chocolate—7% pounds Bismarck brown, 12 ounces malachite 
green, 8 ounces methy! violet. 

Garnet—5 pounds fuchsine, 1 pound Bismarck brown. 

Burnt orange- 

Olive green—3 pounds 
brown. 

Lemon—3 pounds auramine O. 

Straw—4 ounces auramine O, 4 ounces chrysoidine, 

These examples give only an idea of the colors used most com- 
monly for such shades. On account of the great difference in 
strength and shade of the dyes on the market, it would be impos- 
sible to give the recipes for pale fancy shades; but these can all 
be made from malachite green, methyl] violet, chrysoidine, aura- 
mine, Bismarck brown, and fuchsine in proper combination. If 
the shades are heavy, a bottom color of an azo dye and alum may 
be used, and afterwards shaded by basic dyes. The only rule 
in matching shades is to learn by practice; it cannot be taught. 
The operator should be familiar with the shades made by the 
straight dyes, and then use his judgment as to how much must 
be used to make the effect he desires. Allow the color to be 
well mixed with the pulp before sampling, and remember that the 
outside of the dried sample has twice as much color as the inside. 
Paper calendered dry has less color than when calendered damp, 
and sizing also gives a heightened color. By heeding these facts, 
the coloring of pulp to shade will soon be an easy matter.

An Improved Acid Tower Invented. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., October 29, 1907.—James Bishop, of Car- 
thage, has invented an improved tower for making acid for sulphite 
fibre mills. Mr. Bishop has secured a patent, and some of his 
friends believe that he will realize a fortune from his idea. Mr. 
Bishop's invention is an improvement on the tower system. He 
does not use the crude limestone, but lime water, or the milk of 
lime, as it is called, which is pumped to the top of the tank and 
allowed to drip through several series of wooden blocks which are 
placed over grate bars located at regular intervals down the shaft. 
The sulphur fumes are introduced from below and rise through 
grates and heaps of blocks. The blocks give a large surface, and an 
opportunity is afforded for chemical action necessary to produce 
the acid. As the acid is formed it drops to the bottom of the tank, 
and is drawn off to be used as needed in the digester. 

Mr. Bishop’s claim for his invention is that it will result in a 
great economy of labor, the making of a more uniform liquor, 
lighter construction of the tower, more rapid action and a smaller 
expense in operation. Instead of a heavily built tower, Mr. Bishop 
proposes to make a tower of 2 inch stuff with comparatively light 
hoops, and he says that there is no reason why one of them should 
not last a lifetime. 

The use of blocks is for the purpose of retarding the flow of 
lime water. The rise of the gas is aided by a draft pipe at the top 
of the tank, into which a steam pipe is introduced. The operation 
of the tower may be continuous, while in the old fashioned ones 
a day or two of each week is taken up in cleaning out the tank and 
removing the refuse. Mr. Bishop is now employed by the Carthage 
Tissue Paper Mills. His invention has been tested at the plant of 
the Carthage Sulphite Pulp Company and found to work well. Mr. 
Bishop has been connected with the sulphite mills in Canada and 
the United States for the past eighteen years, and has made many 
improvements and inventions of value to the paper manufacturer.

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PHILLIPS ON CONDITIONS IN NORWAY. 


He Intimates That the High Price of Ground Wood in Norway 
May Force English Paper Makers to Install Steam Grind- 
ing Plants—Speculative Buying Discouraged in Norway. 


By S. Chas. Phillips, in the Paper Maker and British Paper Trade Journal. 


Granp Horer, CurisTiAnia, September 27, 1907.—On my arrival 
in Norway for the third time this year I had quite a large number 
of friends to meet me. 

The pulp and paper makers seemed to be in a very good humor, 
as the labor troubles were settled. There appears, however, to be 
some little anxiety as to whether or not the Norwegian workpeople 
will persist in their idea of an eight hour shift. Since Finland has 
obtained this privilege, the workpeople of Norway are chafing to 
get the same for themselves in the pulp and paper mills. Although 
the workpeople have signed the agreement to the schedule of wages 
—called here the tariff—for three years, it is by no means certain 
that if they see the slightest chance of getting the eight hour shift, 
they would not be influenced to go back on their agreement and fight 
for the eight hours; more especially as pulp makers, both mechan- 
ical and cellulose, are making such big profits now. I have visited 
a goodly number of mills in various parts of Norway, and, speak- 
ing of the mechanical pulp mills, they have had full water ever since 
the ice broke up, and are grinding to their utmost capacity. I am 
sorry to find that the mechanical makers are forcing their prices 
to such an unreasonable extent. I warned these makers on my pre- 
vious visit that they could only go beyond a certain limit, and if 
they did so then paper makers, not only of England but all over 
Europe, would devise some means of meeting these abnormal 
prices. 

Some paper makers are already contempalting the putting down 
of steam grinding plants; indeed, a whole plant for a steam grind- 
ing pulp mill for the Continent is being constructed in Christiania. 
More than one English paper maker has serious thoughts of going 
in for steam grinding, which has proved so successful in Germany 
for many years. This at once disposes of the difficulty which the 
scarcity of waterfalls raised; and, as for wood, there would not be 
much difficulty in getting the pulp wood, for we import it into 
England and Scotland for cellulose making, and so long as the 
price of pulp reaches 40 kronors f. 0, b., it is asserted by those 
who are using steam grinding plants it will pay to make pulp this 
way. I know, of course, that it is only human nature to get as 
much as one can for one’s product; but there is such a thing as 
discretion, and when the latter is disregarded then trouble often 
follows. 

It is pointed out on several hands that 56 kronors (£3 3s.) f. o. b. 
had been paid promptly for wet pulp, and some people use this 
price as an argument as to what the price is likely to attain. But 
that is simply nonsense. The case they refer to I have previously 
mentioned. It was the case of Le Petit Parisien mill buying against 
a firm of wood pulp merchants who declared its inability to fulfill 
its contract. It soon got about the Norwegian trade that this big 
French mill was going to buy against the firm which had declined 
to fulfill the contract placed with it, and so the price was raised 
accordingly. Had it been double the price the French firm would 
have paid it, as the firm which should have filled the contract was 
well known to the Norwegian pulp makers, and as they knew it 
was a strong concern they felt sure of their ground. 

Happening to meet Mr. Alf. Paus, of the firm of Helmer & 
Paus, of Drammen, in Norway, I asked him what he thought of 
prices. “Well, they are stiff enough, goodness knows,” he replied, 
“but if it is of any*interest for you to know, I have just sold 500 
tons for prompt shipment to England for 50 kronors f. o. b. (£2 
_ 16s. 3d.), and you may take that as being the price just now for 
wet pulp.” Of course, for a small parcel of pulp for prompt ship- 
ment I shouldn’t be surprised if 60 kronors f. 0. b, were asked. 


There is comparatively little left for this year, so that if there is 
any squeezing to be done it can only apply to small lots, and they 
can form no criterion of the market. I think that to buyers, other 
than speculators, pulp makers will be willing to accept from 45 to 
46 kronors f. 0. b. (say, £2 10s. 8d, to £2 11s. od.) for 1908. 

There seems to be a dead set against speculative buyers just now. 
The head of one of the largest mechanical pulp mills in Norway 
told me in serious conversation the other day, on the subject of 
the outlook, that the question of selling to the speculators had been 
seriously discussed by the Norwegian mechanical pulp makers, and 
the feeling was that they should only sell to them at a higher price 
than to the paper mills. They complain that they have suffered 
very much at the hands of the speculative buyers of wood pulp in 
the European markets, and that it had unsettled the market. “If 
we can detect the hand of a speculator behind the scenes in a 
buying transaction, then up goes our price to him at once. We 
Norwegian pulp makers are constantly receiving complaints from 
paper makers all over the country about the methods of the specu- 
lators, and asking us to refuse to sell to them. It is not our inten- 
tion to push the price of mechanical pulp up unreasonably, but, as 
you know, we cannot produce as cheaply as heretofore. The price 
of pulp wood, wages and everything else have advanced. For my 
part, I am prepared to undertake—if others will join me, and I 
know they will—to sell at a uniform price of 45 pronors f. o. b. for 
1908, but to speculators our price is 5 to 10 kronors above the price 
we sell to paper makers.” 

I had a very interesting talk with Mr, Cesar Bang, the man- 
aging director of Greaker Cellulosefabrik, about the wisdom of 
keeping prices of chemical pulps within reasonable bounds. Mr. 
Bang asked me pointedly if I thought that the cellulose people had 
forced up prices to an unreasonable extent after bearing in mind 
the high price of wood, coal, other materials and wages. I replied 
that, candidly speaking, I did not think the present prices unrea- 
sonable, but if they go beyond, then there would be certain to be a 
great effort to bring in a substitute. I reminded Mr. Bang that 
experiments were being made with bamboo, and so far they had 
proved successful, and, further, that there was every reason to 
believe that before long fully £1,000,000 of British capital will be 
invested in building and equipping bamboo half-stuff mills. Mr. 
Bang said, in effect, that he was quite in accord with me that 
chemical pulp makers should be cautious as to how they increase 
prices, and thought that they should rest satisfied with the present 
figures. He alluded to the American demand. 

I reminded him that Sweden had had a foretaste of this kind 
of business in years gone by, and that it was far better for the 
cellulose mills to study constant customers like the British paper 
makers, who were loyal to their contracts, and whose money was 
always at hand when wanted. Mr. Bang said, in reply, it was his 
policy to study his British customers before others, as experience 
had taught him that this was the best and wisest course to pursue. 


The hunt of the Powers Paper Company, of Holyoke, for a 
site for its new plant is still being made by the Holyoke news- 
papers and it is hoped that a satisfactory site may be obtained for 
the company, although up to the present time the press has seem- 
ingly had a hard time of it and Mr. Powers has steadfastly ad- 
hered to his usual policy of keeping his own counsel. The 
latest mention of a possible site the past week has been a property 
owned by D. Mackintosh & Sons Company, on Hampden street, 
and which commands a good water power privilege, but apparently 
the owners do not care to dispose of the property. It is stated 
unofficially that sites owned by the Holyoke Water Power Com- 
pany have been considered by the Power Paper, Company, but 
that owing to the price asked by the Water Power Company for 
available sites the Powers Company would prefer to locate its 
building across the river in Willimansett, where land is already 
controlled by it. Electric or steam power could be used there.

PAPER.—The market activity at all the large trade centres 
was further_lessened during the week by the increased conserva- 
tism of consumers, especially in New York—due chiefly to the 
financial disturbances in that city. Its effect on the business in- 
terests of the country cannot be estimated offhand, but one thing 
is certain—it will work for still greater economy by paper con- 
sumers of all classes. New business is slackening at all distrib- 
uting points, and New York in particular, The latter eity being 
the centre of the money stringency, it is only natural that trade 
should be quieter there under the strained financial situation 
than it is elsewhere. The paper business, judging from recent 
reports, is now feeling the effects of the general business contrac- 
tion going on all over the country. The paper manufacturers 
are now beginning to notice the depression in new business. With 
the dealers the slowing down process has been in progress for 
some weeks past, especially in the New York paper trade. Buyers 
are confining themselves to present requirements only in purchas- 
ing supplies of paper. News paper is really the most active grade 
at present, and conditions look promising for a good demand dur- 
ing the balance of this year and the greater part of 1908. On the 
other grades of paper it looks as though business is going to be 
rather slow for some "time to come. Present indications point to 
an increase in the consumption of News paper and a slight de- 
crease in the demand for the other grades. Book

Philadelphia Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, October 29, 1907.—The paper stock market is in 
a most unsettled shape, not so far as supply and demand are con- 
cerned, for both are active, but solely in the matter of prices. 
There has been no quotable change since last week, but trade 
opinion is much divided as to whether present quotations repre- 
sent the high water mark and will continue or whether there will 
be a still further advance or perhaps a decline. As a matter of 
fact there are dealers expressing all these ranges of opinion. 
President Lenhart, of the Stock Dealers’ Association, for instance, 
is optimistic regarding the future. He believes that still higher 
prices for stock are bound to come. Others-are of opinion that 
present prices will continue, still others that next week or the week 
after will bring a slump. 

But the sure fact about the market is that demand is sufficient 
to take all that the market offers and prices have not yet broken. 
It is not improbable that every stock dealer in town could sell 
twice as much stock as he is selling today if it were possible for 
him to secure the material. A tremendous quantity of Old News, 
Mixed Papers and Commons is still coming into warehouses, but 
they are going out to the mills the next day and there is no accu- 
mulation. And for one mill that attempts to bear the market 
there are four or five ready to take stock at ruling rates. What the 
future will bring forth is therefore problematical. 

The same conditions maintaining in the market for old papers 
also maintains for rags. Quotations are therefore as follows:

In the latter part of the week prices here declined from foc. to 
20c. in sympathy with a decline at Savannah, Paper makers’ rosin 
is now quoted at $4.85. 

ALKALI.—There has been a heavy demand from paper making 
sources, and the available supply has been kept at a low level. 
Owing to favorable weather conditions deliveries have been very 
heavy during the past few weeks, Prices remain firm at 90@o95c. 
for 48 per cent. f, 0. b. works. High test is quoted at 82@87%c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Business is of fairly good propor- 
tions. Deliveries are being made promptly. There is a fairly good 
inquiry from the paper manufacturers for additional lots for 
shipment over 1908. The market is steady and prices are firmly 
maintained at 1.30c., with carloads at 1.25c. and up. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A quiet market is in progress, and the fall- 
ing off in business has resulted in some accumulations at different 
points. Quotations show no change and prices remain at 1.75@ 
1.80c., and 10c, higher for 60 per cent. f. 0. b. works. Powdered is 
held at 254@3c., point of delivery. 

SAL SODA.—The demand is light, and the movement at pres- 
ent is mostly on regular contracts. Supplies are not heavy and 
offerings are light. Prices remain unchanged at 7oc, and up, f. o. b. 
Concentrated is quoted at 13¢c. and up. 

ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina).—The demand at present is con- 
fined mostly to small lots on spot. Buyers are not inclined to place 
large orders, and as a whole the market appears to be a little quiet. 
Quotations on paper makers’ alum hold steady at $1@1.75 for 100 
pounds. 

BRIMSTONE.—The demand is of small proportions, covering 
moderate quantities on spot, with the paper manufacturers taking 
the bulk of the offerings. No further drop in prices has occurred 
as yet. Sales are being made at $19.50@20, according to point of 
shipment. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The situation in this market is one of 
quietness, with the movement confined chiefly to deliveries on con- 
tracts. Business with the jobbers is fairly brisk. No change in 
prices has taken place, and quotations remain at 5@s%c. for old 
and 53%4@6%c. for new process. 


More Complaints of Railroad Discrimination Filed. 


Denver, Col., October 26, 1907—Complaints have been filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission charging the Burlington 


~ Railroad with discrimination against Denver in the rates on white 


paper and straw board. The Burlington forestalled the action by 
announcing a material reduction in the rates, to take effect on 
October 26. Heretofore the Denver publishers had to pay 71 cents 
per cwt, for the through shipment of a carload of white paper 
from Little Falls, Minn., to Denver, From Little Falls to Omaha 
the rate is 20 cents per cwt., and from Omaha to Denver 40 cents 
per cwt. Thus, by rebilling the shipment at Omaha the shipper 
here was able to save 11 cents. He can do that now by a through 
shipment, according to a new schedule of rates. By paying 60 cents 
a cwt. he can have the paper shipped directly here from Little 
Falls. The through rate on straw board from Lafayette, Ind., to 
Denver was greater than the sum of the rate from Lafayette to 
Omaha, and the rate from Omaha to Denver by rebilling the car- 
load to Denver.
